Open Doors In Rio

“A great door and effectual is opened 
unto me ... .” are the words of the 
apostle Paul as he wrote from Ephesus 
to Corinth. Those of us who work in 
Brazil can say the same thing, because 
doors are opened on every hand for us 
to proclaim the word of God. As we 
make preparations for receiving the Tenth 
Congress of the Baptist World Alliance, 
we have been impressed by the wonder- 
ful reception that has been given us on 
every hand by officials in high places. 

Wherever we have gone, be it in the 
Department of Tourism of the Federal 
District of Rio, or in the National Brazil- 
ian Commission of Tourism, among con- 
gressmen or city councilmen, even in the 
executive offices of the president of the 
country, in newspaper offices, radio sta- 
tions and television stations, among busi- 
ness and commercial organizations, every- 
where the doors are opened for us be- 
cause we represent a group that brings 
to Brazil not only friendship and money 
but also spiritual forces that can trans- 
form the lives of those who accept Christ 
Jesus as Saviour and Lord. 

We have just visited the newspapers 
and radio stations of Rio de Janeiro. On 
three different afternoons we went from 
newspaper editor to newspaper editor, 
telling of the coming Baptist World Al- 
liance meeting, explaining who the Bap- 
tists are, what they believe, telling some- 
thing of the 96 countries from which they 
will come; and everywhere we found re- 
ceptive ears and open hearts. Presidents 
and directors of radio stations, chief edi- 
tors, editorial secretaries, reporters and 
photographers, television cameramen, all 
were interested in what we had to say; 
and the results have been evident in the 
publicity that has been given us in the 
past days. 

All of this is symbolic of the open 
doors to the hearts of Brazilians. These 
people who have a deep spiritual hunger 
are ready to accept the preaching of the 
Gospel of our Lord Jesus. As the days 
approach for the Congress of the Baptist 
World Alliance, many of us tremble in 
anticipation of what we may expect. If 
Baptist people everywhere will pray that 
the Holy Spirit will bless the efforts of 
those who prepare for the Congress and 
those who proclaim the message of the 
Gospel during the Congress, we have no

doubt that literally thousands of people 
will accept Christ as Saviour and that the 
results will go far beyond that which we 
expect. 

Brazil is passing through a great social 
revolution. There are great shifts or 
movements of population, the population 
is increasing rapidly, industrialization is 
booming, and with all of this hearts have 
been melted, old prejudices have disap- 
peared, the doors are opened for Bap- 
tists to present the all-sufficient grace of 
Jesus. 

We would appeal to all Baptists every- 
where to remember in their prayers the 
Baptist World Alliance Congress begin- 
ning June 26 and going through July 3. 
There will be opportunities for evangelis- 
tic testimony, not only on the part of 
those who speak during the Congress but 
also by every single Congress delegate. 
The climax of the meeting will be on Sun- 
day afternoon, July 3, when Dr. Billy 
Graham will preach to perhaps the larg- 
est single audience that he has ever seen. 
It is our hope that we may be able to 
fill to overflowing the Maracana Stadium 
in Rio de Janeiro with more than 150,000 
people. We have no doubt that the re- 
sults will far exceed the expectations of 
most of our people. Pray with us that 
God’s will may be done during the Con- 
gress, and that Jesus Christ may truly be 
exalted as Lord.

S PEAKERS FROM 60 NATIONS, representing every area ot 
the earth, are listed on the program of the tenth Baptist 
World Congress at Rio de Janeiro, June 26-July 3. 


Delegates from still other nations—perhaps 75 coun- 
tries in all—will participate in sectional meetings the six 
weekday afternoons of the Congress, as fellowship and 
the exchange of ideas are encouraged for the advance of 
Baptist work around the globe. 


Leaders expect the Congress to bear perhaps the most 
effective witness for evangelism and religious liberty 
in the history of the Alliance. 


Beginning with the opening address by President Theo- 
dore F. Adams Sunday, June 26, and continuing through 
the closing evangelistic message by Evangelist Billy 
Graham on Sunday afternoon, July 3, the Congress will 
proclaim the program theme, “Jesus Christ Is Lord.” 


The meeting will, therefore, give reality to Paul’s hope 
in Philippians 2:11: “That every tongue should confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the Father.” 


Religious liberty will be emphasized as program 
speakers dwell on the Lordship of Christ in all of life’s 
areas, without interference by either church or state. 
Evangelism will be emphasized as Congress delegates 
testify throughout their Latin American travels as to the 


_ place of Christ in individual lives, and as the Congress 


closes in a mass evangelistic service. 


Rio Baptists hope to fill gigantic Maracana Stadium 
to overflowing with 155,000 Brazilian visitors for the 
message by Mr. Graham. Baptists around the world are 
being asked to join in a globe-encircling prayer band for 
God’s victory in that hour.

THE EIGHT-DAY PROGRAM will be the longest Congress 


in the Alliance’s 55-year history. It was planned that way 
to give maximum witness to the people of Rio. 


Visitors from around the world, arriving in Rio on 
Friday and Saturday before the Congress’ opening, will 
join with Brazilian brethren in worship at Rio churches 
Sunday morning and evening, June 26. 
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Dr. Theodore F. Adams, president of the 
Baptist World Alliance, will preside at 
Congress sessions. 


Convening in 20,000-seat Maracana Ginasio that after- 
noon for the Congress’ opening, the delegates will hear 
an address by President Adams, and behold the inspiring 
spectacle of 100 national flags paraded across the plat- 
form as the roll of nations is called—testifying to Baptist 
witness in all these lands. 


Plenary sessions are scheduled both morning and eve- 
ning each day during the week. Inspirational addresses 
interpreting Baptist beliefs on the Lordship of Christ will 
be interspersed with reports of progress in fellowship, 
service and cooperation of Baptist people around the 
world. 


Announcement of the names of speakers awaits ac- 
ceptance from those invited.

SECTIONAL MEETINGS are scheduled on all weekday 
afternoons. The Commissions on Religious Liberty, 
Evangelism, Baptist World Missions, Bible Study and 
Membership Training, and the Doctrines of the Church 
and Baptism will direct group discussions on Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday afternoons. Special interest groups 
for women, youth, laymen, ministers, theological educators 
and radio and television leaders will meet Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons. Language groups will meet on 
Saturday afternoon.

Brazilian Baptists Eagerly Await Coming 
of Thousands to World Congress at Rio 


BRAZILIAN BAPTISTS are planning 
big for the tenth Baptist World Congress, 
meeting in Rio de Janeiro June 26-July 3. 

More than 5,000 of them had paid 
advance registration fees for the Con- 
gress, when Dr. Arnold T. Ohrn, general 
secretary of the Baptist World Alliance, 
visited Rio in early April. (Registrations 
from the rest of the world totaled 1500 
at the time.) 

Dr. Ohrn went to Rio to confer with 
Edgar Hallock, Andre Peticov and the 
other 165 members of Congress arrange- 
ments committees. He liked what he 
saw. 

“The people of Rio are busy at work,” 
he said on his return to the Washington 


BWA office. “They are not missing any 
opportunities to make this one of the 
greatest Alliance meetings in history.” 

Dr. Ohrn visited the 20,000-seat 
Maracana Ginasio where weekday ses- 
sions of the Congress will be held, the 
155,000-seat Maracana Stadium where 
Billy Graham will speak on the session’s 
closing Sunday afternoon, and a half 
dozen other meeting places where sec- 
tional meetings will be held. 

He talked also with committee chair- 
men about arrangements for chartered 
bus transportation between Rio hotels 
and the meeting places, about hot lunch 
and box lunch service at the Ginasio each 
noon of the Congress, about interpreters 


rangements, hopes for a total registration 
of 20,000 delegates or messengers, rep- 
resentative of the 23,000,000 Baptists in 
more than 100 countries of the world. 
He undergirds his estimate by predicting 
a minimum of 15,000 from Brazil. 

The sky will be the limit for attend- 
ance at the closing session in Maracana 
Stadium. Everyone in the Greater Rio 
area is being invited to attend this serv- 
ice, and Brazilian “cariocas” tradition- 
ally flock to games and other meetings 
in this giant sports arena. Rio leaders 
believe its 155,000 seats can be filled, 
and that a “greater than Pentecost” 
response might result from Mr. Graham’s 
evangelistic appeal.

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A Baptist Editor in South Africa Looks Hopefully at 


Africa's Decade of Destiny

is WORD “AFRICA” arouses interest 
in almost any part of the world. We 
who live here have entered upon the most 
exciting decade of its history. The 
accelerated pace of events today is 
making the forecasts of recent years look 
silly. Only four years ago, when a United 
Nations commission went to Tanganyika 
and cautiously suggested that the territory 
might achieve its independence by 1971, 
African “experts” had their grave doubts. 
Yet now, suddenly, Tanganyika is about 
to assume self-rule. 

Think of the vast Belgian Congo. A 
year ago there was no official word of 
independence. In the vague future, yes. 
Yet today, after a series of upheavals, the 
Congo is on the threshold of African 
government. 

Such is Africa, baffling, unpredictable 
even to those who have lived here all 
their lives. The “African revolution” for 
which we have been waiting the last few 
years is in fact in full swing, and before 
these ten years are out it will be all over. 

There are already eleven independent 
states in Africa: South Africa, Morocco, 
Tunisia, Libya, Egypt, the Sudan, Ethi- 
opia, Liberia, Ghana, Guinea, and the 
French Cameroun. How instructive it 
would be to take a map of the continent 
and mark these territories, to see the 
developing picture. And then add to them 
the following: Tanganyika, the Congo, 
_ Togoland, Italian Somalia, Nigeria, Ugan- 
da. These are the territories which have 
been pledged to self-rule this year, 1960. 


A Changing Society 


White South Africans, of whatever 
language group they may be, must 
mentally prepare themselves for the in- 
evitable changes that the reshaping of 
nations in Africa will bring. We must not 
view these events with alarm, as if only 
evil can come of them. Fear paralyzes 
and obstructs clear thinking. Fear gives 
birth to prejudice, so tragically evident in 
our midst. 

Christians should be grateful that they 
are living in a society where such 
dramatic changes are taking place. These 
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are stirring days. There have been other 
epochs in history when the Christian 
church has found herself squarely in the 
midst of a tempestuous situation. The 
need for a clear and uncompromising 
witness to Christ is not greater, or less, 
according to political circumstance. Rapid 
social changes do not make a spiritual 
need more urgent. The urgency springs 
from higher motives. Paul said “the love 
of Christ constraineth us”. The Church 
of the book of Acts lived in a 
disintegrating society. The elements of 
change were alarmingly visible. But there 
is no sign in Acts that these things of 
themselves were the motive-power of the 
Gospel’s urgency. The Apostles were 
overmastered by their commission from 
God. And therein lay their authority. 


Time for Gospel-Sowing 


It seems to us, then, that two things 
confront us in the face of Africa’s decade 
of destiny. First, we must accept, as from 





the hand of an overruling God, such 
changes as the years will surely bring us 
in Southern Africa, avoiding bitterness, 
prejudice and shunning any thought of 
being more concerned with our own 
material comfort than with the progress 
and dignity of our fellows. This does not 
mean that we are to be complacent or 
indifferent. But it does mean a willing 
acknowledgment that certain things are 
inevitable; that they will affect our way 
of life and our material ease. For this we 
shall have to make big adjustments in 
our thinking. Strangers and pilgrims in 
this world, however, must not shrink 
from personal discomfort or sacrifice. 
Secondly, in these years of Africa’s 
travail we must regard the unsettled 
conditions as seed-plots for faithful and 
zealous Gospel-sowing. Our missionary 
work may suffer material loss. We may 
yet have to face crises in meeting the 
future. But the things which restrict us in 
one way may eventually work out to the 
furtherance of the Gospel. Paul found 
this so when he was bound and 
imprisoned. The Church at Jerusalem

Young People 
Will Be Active 
At Rio Congress

When the Baptists of the world meet 
in Rio de Janeiro June 26-July 3, they 
will find that a large number of the 
attendants from Brazil will be young 
people. The tremendous growth of the 
Baptist community in Brazil means that 
a large part of the membership is made 
up of youth. 

Another discovery will be this one: 
spiritual freshness and vitality. Perhaps 
maturity will not be noted so much— 
we have a lot of that in the old Baptist 
countries. But there will be spiritual 
enthusiasm, springing from the same 
source that renewals and revivals always 
have sprung: wonder and gratefulness for 
the personal experience of new life in 
Christ. 

All this, then, belongs to “youth in 
Rio.” Our congress will be a youthful 
congress. And it is a principle of the Bap- 
tist World Alliance not to departmentalize 
in spirit. We often say: “We are a world 
embracing family.” I want to stress 
family. There are special youth confer- 
ences on a world scale. But as the BWA 
congresses are held, they are not for 
adults especially: they are for us all, 
young and old, men and women, pastors 
and lay-people. Thus, Rio will as a whole 
conference be just as much for youth as 
for anybody else. 

But, of course, there will be special 
sessions for youth. On Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons from 1:30 to 3:30 
there will be special sessions for which 
the Youth Committee is responsible. 
These sessions will contain two main 
features: Business and inspiration. 

A new Youth Committee will be 
elected. In fact, 25 young people and 
young people’s leaders will be made 
responsible for the BWA youth work 
during the coming five years. And note 
that 10 of these at the time of their 
election must be under 30 years of age. 
We have always been anxious to have a 
good balance between the dynamics of 
youth and the wisdom (we hope!) of 
experienced youth leaders. The new

Youth Leaders’ Conference 
Planned at Ruschlikon 

A conference for European Baptist 
youth leaders has been planned by the 
European Baptist Federation Youth Com- 
mittee, to meet in Ruschlikon-Zurich May 
17-25. 

A. Stuart Arnold, program chairman, 
has announced that “youth evangelism in 
the contemporary situation” will be dis- 
cussed. Speakers will include Gerhard 
Claas of Germany, W. E. Moore and 
David Jackson of England, Sven Ohm 
of Sweden, and members of the Rusch- 
likon seminary faculty. 

Mr. Ohm announced that representa- 
tives are expected from Austria, Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, France, Ger- 





many, Great Britain, Holland, Italy, Nor- 
way, Poland, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland 
and Yugoslavia. 


More Youth Missionaries 
Urged to Offset Communism 
Education of youth as overseas Chris- 
tian missionaries to offset the growing 
challenge of Communism in the world 
has been urged by a Baptist youth leader. 
“Communism has proved to be more 
missionary than Christianity,” declared 
Dr. G. Kearnie Keegan, secretary of the 
Student Department of the Southern Bap- 
tist Sunday School Board and chairman 
of the administrative committee of the 
Baptist World Alliance youth department. 
“Today 2,000,000,000 of the 2,800,- 
000,000 people in the world are non- 
Christian,” he pointed out. “By the year 
2000 some 5,000,000,000 of the world’s 
estimated population of 6,500,000,000 
will be non-Christian unless Christianity 
accelerates its activities.” 


England Returns to Religion 

English college students definitely are 
returning to evangelical religion, Rev. 
C. Donald Goulding, minister of the 
Haven Green Church at Ealing, reported 
at a Southern Baptist Sunday school 
convention in the USA. 

Mr. Ealing reported that a survey at 
Cambridge University revealed 60 per- 
cent of the students there participate in 
either Sunday school or church services, 
compared with a figure of only 10 per- 
cent for the total English population. 
This indicates, he said, that college stu- 
dents are about six times more active than 
their elders in church and Sunday school 
attendance.

A travel guide for those attending the 
Baptist World Congress in Rio de Janeiro 
has been prepared by the Southern Bap- 
tist Foreign Mission Board, USA. 

Giving information about each coun- 
try of Latin America, which traveling 
Baptists are likely to visit, the booklet 
discusses cultural background, popula- 
tion, and religious growth, plus facts con- 
cerning a traveler’s health and comfort.

In 
most cases, the books should be requested 
by a group leader who then can make it 
available to those traveling in his party.

When it was first announced that Billy 
Graham would preach at the closing meet- 
ing of the tenth Congress of the Baptist 
World Alliance, Rio Baptists were doubt- 
ful that the huge Maracana Stadium 
could be secured for Sunday afternoon. 
The reason: the first Sunday in July is 
usually opening day for the international 
soccer tournaments, and to the average 
Brazilian nothing comes ahead of “fu- 
tebol.” 

Prayers were asked that this mountain 
be removed. Evangelical political leaders 
were contacted. An appeal was made to 
the Brazilian Sports Federation. Fingers 
were kept crossed. 

The stadium officials have now given 
definite word that Baptists will be able 
to use the huge arena on Sunday after- 
noon as requested. 

Maracana Stadium will take 155,000, 
and Brazilian Baptists hope to fill it to 
capacity, making this the biggest single 
evangelistic meeting in history. 








of $10.00, USA, will pay transportation 
charges from Rio plus all camp expenses. 

The camp is Sitio do Sossego, which 
means “Little Farm of Quietness.” The 
camp pastor will be Tiago Lima who 
also is director of the Brazilian Training 
Union Department, and a former mis- 
sionary to Bolivia. Three languages 
will be used: Portuguese, English and 
Spanish. 

Mr. Hatton reports also that Brazilian 
Royal Ambassadors will serve as pages 
during the Baptist World Congress ses- 
sions.

Through the good offices of the 
Women’s Department of the Baptist 
World Alliance, 43 women from various 
parts of India, Ceylon and East Pakistan 
met together for the first time in 
Kakinada, India, February 12-16. Burma 
delegates had also been invited but were 
unable to attend. 

In Western countries where travel is 
easy and common, it is sometimes for- 
gotten that fellowship in some areas of 
the world is a rare thing. Said several of 
these Oriental ladies, “I have never been 
out before. This meeting and mingling 
with other Christians is a marvelous 
thing. I cannot get over it.” 

The Kakinada Christians, both Indian 
and Canadian, had gone to great lengths 
to make the gathering a success. The wel- 
come which the delegates received was 
keenly remembered and spoken about. It 
warmed the heart. Both the formal wel- 
come at Jaganniakpur Church, where the 
meetings were held, and at a city-wide 
dinner for delegates and local Christians, 
this spirit of goodwill and fellowship was 
evident. To several, who had come from 
tiny communities, it was a revelation that 
so many Christians meet together at a 
regular worship service. 

The setting for these happy days was 
ideal. All delegates stayed at the Baptist 
Seminary, where Rev. and Mrs. Penner 
had made comfortable arrangements. 
This spot was appreciated, both because 
of its gracious air and its proximity to 
beautiful Jagannaikpur Church. Mean- 
time Miss Ruth Clarke, with several of 
the Kakinada ladies, had undertaken all 
responsibility for the catering services. 

Every woman took some part during 
the four days of programs. While the 
“official” language was English, so that 
there be a common medium, many 
prayers, songs, and rejoicings went up in 
six or seven other tongues. Beside this 
Mr. G. A. Samuel, Rev. A. B. Masala- 
mani, Mrs. Hahn and Mrs. Fishman gave 
liberally of their time. 

Surely these Christian women must 
have come with prepared hearts and 
minds. Sooner than it takes to tell, they 
had drawn together and had united as a 
family and were rejoicing together. They 
sat on each others’ beds to chat; they 
used spare time to witness and pray; they 
were eager to do everything. They seemed 
to break into song or laughter, oh, so 
easily. They said they were experiencing 
a bit of God’s kingdom.

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BELGIAN CONGO: 
American Baptists Report Gains 

American Baptist missions in the 
Belgian Congo last year recorded a total 
of 7,514 baptisms, an increase of 72.8 
percent over 1958. 

Church membership related to the mis- 
sions reached 61,907, a 6.8 percent gain, 
Rev. J. L. Sprigg, Congo administrative 
secretary for the American Baptist For- 
eign Mission Societies, told a meeting of 
the agencies’ boards of managers. 

Commenting on the Congo’s scheduled 
independence from Belgium on June 30, 
Mr. Sprigg noted that “on the whole, 
relations between the Congolese nation- 
alist leaders and protestant missionaries 
have been cordial.” 


NIGERIA: 
Gospel Reaches Lost Tribe 

The first convert from the Magusawa 
tribe in Northern Nigeria was baptized in 
December, about four years after Baptists 
began to work with his people. 

The Magusawas are said to be the 
original Hausa tribe to inhabit the North. 
When another tribe invaded from the 
East, the Magusawas were pushed back 
into the bush where they remained and 
became almost unknown. 

Missionary Thomas J. Kennedy, ar- 
riving in the North in 1955, was en- 
couraged to search for this pagan tribe 
supposed to be somewhere between Zaria 


and Funtua. Pastors and evangelists were 
sent out in several directions from Zaria. 

Immediately after some of the tribe 
was found, work began; and now eight 
evangelists are taking the gospel to the 
Magusawas. 


SOUTH AFRICA: 
Sunday School Organizers Named 
Mr. and Mrs. A. Theodore Frykberg 
have been named by the Baptist Union 
of South Africa as Sunday school organ- 
izers and children’s missioners. Mr. and 
Mrs. Frykberg will be busy conducting 
children’s missions and organizing teacher 
training courses, demonstrating visual 
aids and other teacher aids, correspond- 
ence courses for Sunday school teachers 
and the distribution of Sunday school 
literature. 





PAKISTAN: 


Baptists Reject Plan for 
United Church of Pakistan 

After considered and prayerful delib- 
eration, the Assembly of the Baptist 
Union of Pakistan, on receiving reports 
from its constituent District Unions, has 
resolved not to proceed with negotiations 
for a United Church of Pakistan based 
on the present Plan of Union. 

The Baptist Union of Pakistan func- 
tions in East Pakistan and is the natural 
body to which the Baptist Missionary 
Society (Great Britain and Ireland) 





““MOTHER GEORGE,” A MOST REMARKABLE PERSON 


“Mother George,” 


81-year-old missionary to Liberia, 


returned to the 


United States on January 17 after five terms of service, the first of which 


began in 1913. 


Born of parents freed from slavery, graduated from Central Texas College, 
Waco, young Eliza Davis answered the call to Africa, “the Black Man’s Home.” 
Her work has been largely one of faith. She was first sent out by the 
General Baptist Convention of Texas, later supported by the First Baptist 
Church of McAllen, Texas, (white), the National Baptist Convention, and by 


many individuals. 


“Mother George’s” missionary husband died many years ago. Without 
natural children, she has many foster children “given” her by their parents 
in order that they might be educated and trained.. Two of her adopted daugh- 
ters, educated in the United States, returned as missionaries to Liberia. 

A foster son, Augustus Marwieh, has succeeded in reducing the previously 
unwritten language of his tribe to writing. He is at present studying at the 
Golden Gate Baptist Theological Seminary, Mill vay Cane. USA. He plans 


to return in a few months to Liberia. 
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makes grants for evangelistic and in- 
stitutional work and under which B.M.S. 
missionaries serve. 

The grounds of the B.U.P.’s decision 
are threefold: 

That there seems little hope of obtain- 
ing any real freedom of conscience under 
the present Plan of Union over the matter 
of baptism of those who, after being 
christened as infants, wish to be bap- 
tized as adult believers; 

That the wide and divergent interpreta- 
tions that are possible of some sections 
of the plan, particularly those regarding 
the ministry and church government, 
offer little prospect of a genuine Union; 

That in the geographical and ecclesias- 
tical situation in East Pakistan the 
proposed United Church would effect 
little more than the creation of another 
denomination. 

The positive aspect of the decision lay 
in the belief that a more effective Union 
can be achieved along other lines. The 
B.U.P. has set up a strong committee with 
instructions to commence negotiations 
with the other churches in East Pakistan 
with the view to the establishment of a 
federal type of organization as soon as 
practicable. 


THAILAND: 
After Ten Years—A Building! 

After ten years in Thailand, Southern 
Baptist missionaries have finally been 
permitted to buy land for a church build- 
ing at Bangkok. This first to be erected 
will permit the 60-member, Thai-speaking 
Immanuel Baptist Church, organized in 
1953, to move from the rented bungalow 
where former bedrooms are Sunday 
school rooms and the living room is 
auditorium, classroom, and recreation 
hall. 

The groundbreaking service was led by 
Missionary Pastor S. Judson Lennon. 
Among the first to turn spades of dirt 
were Khun Mongkorn, a Baptist deacon, 
and Khun Sawek, won to Christ in Im- 
manuel Church a few years ago and now 
minister of a Thai chapel in Bangkok. 

Dr. J. Glenn Morris, pastor of Grace 
Church from which Immanuel flowered, 
spoke briefly. He had handed the first 
gospel tract to the first Thai to be won 
in the church and had baptized him. He 
had also been present when the first 
group of Thai converts had organized 
themselves into Immanuel Baptist 
Church. 

“T have watched this church from the 
very beginning,” he said, “and Christ is 
its foundation. Its growth has been his 
doing; his providence has led us to this 
place.” 

Joining with Immanuel Church in 
thanksgiving were friends from English-

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AUSTRALIA: 


Dr. Tinsley Dies 

Dr. C. J. Tinsley, “Grand Old Man” 
of the Baptist ministry died March 18, 
at the age of 84. 

Trained for the ministry at Spurgeon’s 
College, London, Dr. Tinsley served only 
one church during the long years of his 
ministry. He ministered at Stanmore Bap- 
tist Church, Sydney, for 44 years—from 
1902 to 1946. During the whole of his 
pastorate Stanmore was famous as a 
center of the evangelical faith as held 
and presented at its best by Baptists. 

Thousands of Christians throughout 
Australia look to him as their spiritual 
father—the one who led them to Christ, 
The Australian Baptist said. His inspira- 
tion and counsel encouraged thousands 
more. 

He occupied many offices of leadership 
both in his own denomination and in the 
wider fellowship of the church where the 
evangelical cause was foremost. 

Twice he was called to the presidential 
chair of the Baptist Union of New South 
Wales—in 1912 and 1927. He was 
president-general of the Baptist Union of 
Australia—1932-35. As vice-president of 
the Baptist World alliance, he chaired the 
meetings of the seventh Baptist World 
Congress in Copenhagen in 1947 (The 
president, Dr. Rushbrooke, had died not 
long before the Congress).

ENGLAND: 
New Statistics Published 

Church membership in the Baptist 
Union of Great Britain and Ireland 
showed a decline of more than 3,400 
during 1958 as compared with 1957. 
There were 278 fewer baptisms and the 
loss of Sunday school scholars was 
10,000. 

These figures, contained in the Annual 
Report of the Council of The Baptist 
Union of Great Britain and Ireland, are 
based on returns made up on January 1, 
1959. A third of the losses were in Wales,

a third in London and a third in the rest 
of England, despite small gains in some 
English areas, Scotland and Ireland. 

The figutes generally reflect a move- 
ment of population towards the South. 
Although membership is shrinking in 
older churches, extension is proceeding 
in new areas, no fewer than 75 schemes 
for Initial Pastorates having been 
approved and aided since 1949. Three 
have now become self-supporting and 
nine others now receive only normal 
grants. 

Despite fewer members the total 
money raised during 1959 for the work 
of the Baptist Union and the Home 
Work Fund rose by nearly £4,000, an in- 
crease of more than five per cent. 


HOLLAND: 
Membership Increases 

Baptist membership in 65 churches in 
Holland has increased from 7,933 in 
1959 to a present 8,274, an increase of 
almost four percent during the year. A 
total of 357 persons were baptized dur- 
ing the year. 

The Baptist denomination in Holland 
has grown from 45 churches in 1955 to 
the present 65, and membership has in- 
creased from 6,450 to 8,274, a gain of 
about 30 percent in the ten years. 

The 65 churches are now working in 
81 places in Holland, with 45 full-time 
pastors, two chaplains, two teachers in 
the seminary and a national secretary, 
Rev. P. Jansma. The denomination sup- 
ports work on a mission field in Irema, 





Yalemba and Suriname, Belgian Congo, 
where there are a total of six mission- 
aries. Eighteen students are preparing 
themselves for the full-time ministry, 
four of them for missions.

BRAZIL: 


Congress Given Publicity 

Five major Rio newspapers and two 
television stations gave news coverage to 
the Baptist World Alliance following a 
press conference with denominational 
leaders. These were the first results of 
a campaign to intensify the publicity of 
the Congress in Brazil. 

At the press conference, held in the 
Brazilian Press Association’s building, 
various Baptist leaders were heard. Rev. 
David Gomes, head of the local pub- 
licity committee for the World Alliance 
Congress, gave general information about 
the Congress and called attention to the 
fact that this will be the first world 
Baptist conference to meet in the south- 
ern hemisphere. 

He gave as highlights of the meeting 
the roll call of the nations and Billy 
Graham’s giant evangelistic rally. Dr. 
Edgar Hallock, head of the Rio Coordi- 
nating Committee, stressed the impor- 
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tance of the Congress and quoted the 
head of the Brazilian Tourist Bureau as 
saying the Baptist meeting will probably 
be the largest in the nation’s history from 
the standpoint of foreign visitors. Also 
heard were: Rev. John Soren, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, Rio, and a vice- 
president of the Baptist World Alliance; 
Rev. Oswaldo Ronis, head of the Rio 
Music Committee for the Alliance; and 
Mr. Luciano Lopes, prominent Baptist 
layman and state councilman. 

Missionary Gene Wise, head of the 
South Brazil Mission’s Publicity Commit- 
tee, reports that special news releases are 
now being sent to all of Brazil’s major 
newspapers and that photographic cover- 
age will be made available to capital 
cities.

JAMAICA: 


Evangelistic Crusade 

Forty-five Southern Baptist ministers 
and five laymen led a week-long evan- 
gelistic crusade in Jamaica sponsored by 
the Jamaica Baptist Union. 

The ministers and laymen also con- 
ferred with Jamaican leaders on ste- 
wardship, church administration and 
promotional methods. 

An autonomous body, the Jamaica 
Baptist Union formerly had connections 
with both the Southern Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board and the Baptist Union of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 


UNITED STATES: 


Baptist Group Hits 
All Race Segregation 

Opposition to “racial segregation in all 
forms and in all places” was expressed in 
a-resolution by the executive committee 
of the American Baptist Home Mission 
Societies’ board of managers in New 
York. 

Scoring “denials of justice to Negroes 
in matters of voting, housing, and the use 
of libraries and lunch counters,” the 
resolution declared that “wherever segre- 
gation appears, whether in the North or 
South or the East or West, in a church or 
at a lunch counter, there is a denial of 
Christian love and justice and of demo- 
cratic rights of citizens.” 

The report also stated: ‘We call 
attention to ethical issues which cannot 
be set aside by laws and customs based 
on morality which is in contradiction to 
our Judeo-Christian heritage. We affirm 
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THE INTERIOR OF MARACANA GINASIO, where the tenth Baptist World Congress

the moral obligation of Christians to 
protest against unjust laws in the name 
of God.” 

It urged that all “areas of fellowship” 
and all service facilities be open without 
discrimination; that ‘moral and financial 
support be given to all who suffer by 
reason of their endeavor to redress in- 
justice;” and that Congress “act speedily 
to assure full voting rights to Negroes 
with adequate protection in their enjoy- 
ment.” It also called on Christian 
churches to “welcome all to their church 
and neighborhood without regard to race 
or national origin.” 


Southern Baptists Plan 
Cooperation with Negroes 


Encouragement of Negro Baptists to 
participate jointly with Southern Baptists 
in prayer, schools of missions and simul- 
taneous revivals was recommended in the 
report of a Southern Baptist Convention 
advisory counsel. It is part of a total 
survey of Southern Baptist work with 
Negroes in the world. 

Other recommendations in the report 
were that Southern Baptists attempt to 
understand “how deeply we are involved 
with Negroes as persons, citizens, and 
Baptists,” and that they seek out and 
maintain communication with Negroes 
“at the personal, church, state, and 
national levels.” 

The Advisory Council, which released 
the report, also urged that SBC members 
“recognize that we need the goodwill and 
cooperation of Negroes as much as they 
need our aid,” and that they maintain “a 
Christian attitude toward the Negro’s 


desire to become a first-class citizen.” 

However, the council warned that “no 
‘crash’ or ‘representative’ program will 
be sufficient in our desire to work with 
Negroes; it will be a long, hard pull 
and a team effort.” 

It suggested that Southern Baptists also 
encourage talks and conferences between 
leaders of the various Baptist conventions, 
both white and Negro, and seek to devel- 
op a total mission program in cooperation 
with Negro Baptists. 

Another report on the survey urged 
that SBC periodicals, tracts and papers 
“wage a continuous war against improper 
attitudes and actions toward other races.” 


SBC Missions Strengthened 


Southern Baptist foreign missions 
reached out to six additional countries 
in 1959, bringing the total to 44. Estab- 
lished work was strengthened by in- 
creased missionary personnel and transfer 
of more responsibility to national Bap- 
tists. 

That’s the story told by the Board’s 
1959 annual report, a compilation of 
figures and facts from the overseas sta- 
tions where Southern Baptist missionaries 
serve. The report will be presented to the 
Southern Baptist Convention when it 
meets in Miami, Fla., in May. 

The six new countries are Vietnam, 
Nyasaland, Northern Rhodesia, Guinea, 
France and Okinawa. A record appoint- 
ment of 144 persons increased the mis- 
sionary roster to 1,381—569 men, 580 
married women, and 232 single women. 
Deaths, retirements, and resignations left

a net gain of 98 missionaries during the 
year. 

Seventy-three percent of the Baptist 
churches on mission fields were self-sup- 
porting in 1959, as compared with 67 
percent in 1958. The number of national 
pastors increased 240 to a total of 2,193. 

The 3,269 Baptist churches baptized 
28,228 persons, bringing the total mem- 
bership to 427,204. Contributions 
through the churches and the 6,332 
chapels and missions amounted to $2,- 
182,095.19. 

Sunday schools sponsored by the 
churches and missions enrolled 340,346 
persons. Enrollment in youth organiza- 
tions totaled 104,170; in Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Union, 123,570; in Brotherhood 
organizations, 2,628; and in Vacation 
Bible schools, 136,028. 


Surgeon Volunteers As 
Missionary at Own Expense 


A surgeon who says he once “didn’t 
believe in spending money for missions,” 
will serve three months this year as a 
Southern Baptist medical missionary in 
Nigeria at his own expense. 

“I’m too old to receive an assignment 
as a missionary from the Foreign Mission 
Board,” explains Dr. David D. Fried, 46, 
of Bethany, Okla. “I’m making this trip 
to Nigeria because I feel I just have to.” 

Dr. Fried’s eyes were opened to the 
importance of missions, he says, while 
serving as a flight surgeon with the U.S. 
Air Force in the Pacific during World 
War II. 

“In central New Guinea, I saw the 
change in natives with whom Christian 
(Lutheran) missionaries had worked,” he 
recalls. “I did some medical work among 
the natives myself. And I changed my 
mind about missions.” 

Disqualified by illness for service under 
the foreign mission board after returning 
home, he later recovered but had passed 
the age limit. “But I never lost my desire 
to help peoples of other lands.” 

Dr. Fried will be accompanied on his 
short-term mission to Nigeria by his wife, 
Elsie, and their two sons, 13 and 8, and 
daughter, 11. Mrs. Fried, who has had 
some nurse training, will assist her hus- 
band. 

The surgeon will be assigned to one of 
the Nigerian Bapiist missions. 


Seminary Starts 40th Year 


Spanish American Baptist Seminary at 
Los Angeles, Calif., has started its 40th 
year of service to the Spanish-speaking 
American Baptists of the United States, 
Mexico and Central America. The sem- 
inary was started in 1920 by the Amer-

Mr. Stone returned to Kodiak on February 8.

funeral service for a “beloved old sourdough,” and broadcast “Faith for Today” 


from the Kodiak Radio Station.

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The Conversion of Meiteis of Manipur 
To Christianity 


A Thrilling Story of Modern Missions in India

All Baptists should share this good 
news of the conversion to Christ of Meit- 
eis of Manipur, one of the states of 
Northeast India. The year 1959 marked 
the beginning and was a decisive year for 
these peoples. 

The Meiteis of Manipur are orthodox 
Hindus. In olden days they were like the 
other tribals of Assam. But a man from 
Bengal who was called Shanti Das 
brought the message of Hinduism and, 
after making friends with the then Ma- 
harajah of Manipur, introduced Hinduism 
among the plains people of Manipur. 
The people accepted the new religion 
because the Maharajah asked the people 
to accept it. Because in those days all 
powers were in the hands of the Mahara- 
jah and his Durbar members, all the old 
religious teachings of the Meiteis were 
ordered to be burned. Therefore, in a 
time, the plains people of Manipur by 
and large accepted the religion of the 
Hindus. 

From then on they practiced the teach- 
ings of Hinduism and they claimed to be 
among the purest orthodox Hindus. Even 
in the days of the British when the tribals 
were treated as outcasts, the preaching 
of the Gospel of Christ was banned in 
the plains. 

But through the grace of God, after 
India attained independence the people 
of Manipur received more knowledge and 
wider fellowship with outsiders. Through 
these circumstances and through having 
freedom of religions, the people began to 
have contact with other faiths. 

Seeing this opportunity, the Manipur 
Baptist Council decided to send an evan- 


‘ gelist among the Manipuri Hindus. The 


Tangkhul Naga Baptist Convention and 
the Kuki Baptist Convention each, like- 
wise, sent one evangelist to the plains 
people. 

Now through the efforts of these two 
evangelists, Shri Mingthing and Shri 
Dhormo Singh, some fifteen persons were 
brought to the saving knowledge of 
Christ during the year 1959. Of these 
persons four were baptised by Mr. Ming- 
thing and now seven persons are waiting 
baptism from Shri Dhormo Singh. The

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writer also found one Meitei young man 
of Imphal Town and he was given bap- 
tism during October 1959. 


In view of these things I appeal to all 
fellow Baptists to join hands for this great 
and important task of our Lord. Let us 
pray for the conversion of many unsaved 
people. If Christianity and Christ are 
good for us they will surely be good for 
others too.

found this so when its persecuted 
members were scattered abroad. Much 
seemed to have been lost. But it was not 
so in God’s plan. The very agencies which 
unsettled the church were in fact the 
instruments of her growth, so_ that 
eventually there were no frontiers on 
which Christ was not known.

No gloomy pessimism must paralyze 
our strength. We believe that God, who 
rules on high, rules also in the affairs of 
His church. Our optimism, therefore, is 
not an easy-going “all will be well”. But 
it certainly is a conviction founded upon 
His Word, and tested in the crucible of 
history. We may be troubled on every 
side, yet we dare not be distressed. We 
may be perplexed, but not despairing. We 
must ask for grace to acquit ourselves 
worthily, to act and speak as Christians 
should, and then, whatever the confusion 
of our time, our testimony will bring light 
and order to people of all races.
